commissioner for each 


county in -which the sale of intoxi- 
cating liquors has not been prohib- 
ited. 
The County Commissioners 


Tvrould be responsible to -the State 
Board, and the State Board would 
have to account to the Governor, and 
the governor would be responsible to 
the people. 


In this way the responsibility -will 


be concentrated so that the public 
•would have no difficulty in placing 
the blame for any remissness found 
in the enforcement and execution of 
the laws or in the proper regulation 
and supervision of the liquor traffic. 
The Governor is in favor of paying 


good salaries to both state and" the 
County ^Commissioners, so as to IH.T 
sure the services of men of ability 
•who could devote their rime exclu- 
sively to their offices. He believes 
that by this plan of -centralization of 
authority 
and 
responsibility 
the 


liquor question would he removed 
entirely from the field of polities, a 
result greatly to be desired. 


The governor-elect also is in favor 


of increasing the 
license fee of 


$1,000 -which saloon keepers are now 
required to pay. He did not mention 
the figure to which the license should 
he raised, but that it should be suf- 
ficient to enable a new system to be 
operated without additional expense 
to the state. 


j Mr. Cox's idea for the appointment 
of a state commission conforms to 
the provision set forth in the draft 
of the bill made public by the Ohio 
Liquor association two or three aays 
ago. The association, however pro- 
poses that the county boards should 
consist of three members, instead of 
oae, as suggested bv the governor- 
elect. 


As to other provisions in the liquor 
association's bill, Mr. Cox has reach- 
ed ao definite conclusions, since he 
has not had time to thoroughlv di- 
gest them.

The verdict came as a surprise to

At that hoar 
the jury returned to the courtroom 
and asked for further instructions of 
the law as to what constituted murder 
in the first and second degree. The 
request was regarded as ominous.

Auerbach listened to the verdict 
without show of emotion. After be- 
ing informed ,wh«br he jrill be sent- 
enced; Anerbach ifequested permission 
to see his attorneys and R. D. Bokum, 
a friend from Chicago, who was a 
witness for the defense. The request 
was granted. 


Auerbach then was remanded to 


the custody of the sheriff and placed 
in a cell in the basement of the court- 
house, the same cell In -which he 
spent 30 days prior to his release on 
35,000 bonds before the trial.
